Anti-displacement  and  Relocation  Plan  — It  will  comply  with  the  acquisition  and  relocation  requirements  of 
the  Uniform  Relocation  Assistance  and  Real  Property  Acquisition  Policies  Act  of  1970,  as  amended,  and 
implementing  regulations  at  49  CFR  24;  and  it  has  in  effect  and  is  following  a residential  antidisplacement  and 
relocation  assistance  plan  required  under  section  104(d)  of  the  Housing  and  Community  Development  Act  of 
1974,  as  amended,  in  connection  with  any  activity  assisted  with  funding  under  the  CDBG  or  HOME  programs. 

Drug  Free  Workplace  — It  will  or  will  continue  to  provide  a drug-free  workplace  by: 

1.  Publishing  a statement  notifying  employees  that  the  unlawful  manufacture,  distribution,  dispensing, 
possession,  or  use  of  a controlled  substance  is  prohibited  in  the  grantee's  workplace  and  specifying  the 
actions  that  will  be  taken  against  employees  for  violation  of  such  prohibition;

7.  Making  a good  faith  effort  to  continue  to  maintain  a drug-free  workplace  through 
implementation  of  paragraphs  1,  2,  3,  4,  5 and  6. 

Anti-Lobbying  — To  the  best  of  the  jurisdiction's  knowledge  and  belief; 

1 . No  Federal  appropriated  funds  have  been  paid  or  will  be  paid,  by  or  on  behalf  of  it,  to  any  person  for 
influencing  or  attempting  to  influence  an  officer  or  employee  of  any  agency,  a Member  of  Congress,  an 
officer  or  employee  of  Congress,  or  an  employee  of  a Member  of  Congress  in  connection  with  the 
awarding  of  any  Federal  contract,  the  making  of  any  Federal  grant,  the  making  of  any  Federal  loan, 
the  entering  into  of  any  cooperative  agreement,  and  the  extension,  continuation,  renewal,  amendment, 
or  modification  of  any  Federal  contract,  grant,  loan,  or  cooperative  agreement;

E.  EMERGENCY  SHELTER  GRANT 


City  of  Somerville 

2003  Emergency  Shelter  Grant  Application 


The  total  amount  requested  by  agencies  was  $161,225.  Unfortunately,  this 
amount  exceeded  the  City’s  allocation  by  $36,225.  This  year’s  aw'ards  are  primarily  to 
fund  shelter  operations  at  five  shelters  serving  the  homeless  community  in  Somerville. 
Despite  the  increase  in  shelter  beds,  individuals  and  families  are  turned  away  daily. 
Compounding  the  problems  encountered  by  homeless  individuals  and  families  are  the 
ever-changing  laws  regarding  immigration,  welfare,  housing,  disability  rights,  mental 
health  and  domestic  violence.  The  current  economic  downturn  will  crowd  the  shelters 
even  more,  as  individuals  lose  their  jobs,  homes  and  families.  Statistics  have  noted 
dramatic  increases  in  the  number  of  homeless  guests  with  prison  records.  An  estimated 
60%  of  homeless  youth  are  reported  to  have  graduated  from  DYS  and  DSS  ser\dces  to 
the  streets.  As  service  programs  struggle  to  catch  up  with  the  ever  changing  homeless 
population,  homeless  shelters  bear  the  brunt  of  society’s  complex  problems.  Resources 
have  been  exhausted  to  meet  the  demand  and  State  budget  cuts  have  seriously 
compromised  service  delivery. 

The  city  proposes  to  allocate  its  2003  HUD  Emergency  Shelter  Grant  Funding  (in 
the  amount  of  $125,000)  to  support  the  following  agencies  and  programs:

The  FY  03’  budget  represents  level  funding.  ESG  funding  will  defray 
approximately  10%  of  the  cost  budgeted  for  operation  of  this  proposed  project.  Funding 
for  this  program  will  be  used  to  reimburse  a portion  of  the  salary  of  the  bi-lingual 
Haitian,  Portugues  and  Spanish  speaking  advocates.  Under  tight  time  constraints,  CAAS 
coordinates  legal  assistance  with  tenants  at  risk  of  eviction  and  helps  them  anticipate  the 
outcomes.  The  second  claim  of  the  project  is  to  increase  housing  code  enforcement.  In 
addition  to  legal  assistance.  Advocates  connect  tenants  to  benefits  and  services  either  to 
prevent  the  eviction  or  to  minimize  the  stress  on  the  family  should  they  become 
homeless.  Through  the  Eviction  Prevention  Project,  an  increasing  number  of  low- 
income  tenants  are  able  to  access  legal  services.  CAAS’s  Advocates  play  an  important 
role  in  helping  those  tenants  who  are  unable  to  obtain  a lawyer  to  present  a defense  to 
their  eviction  and  otherwise  maneuver  through  the  court  system.  Without  this  assistance, 
most  tenants  would  have  no  knowledge  of  their  legal  rights  or  court  procedures. 
Advocates  play  an  invaluable  role  in  helping  tenants  to  negotiate  an  agreement  with  the 
landlord  prior  to  appearing  before  a judge  or  a jury.  CAAS  plans  to  increase  the  number 
of  clients  reached  to  250,  with  CAAS  Advocates  directly  serving  1 10  tenants.

In  order  to  maintain  the  operation  of  the  107  bed  shelter,  the  City  has  financial 
intervened  and  increased  its  award  by  25%  to  counterbalance  state  budget  cuts. 
Additional,  financial  support  was  received  from  the  Cambridge  Health  Alliance  and  the 
City  of  Cambridge.  The  City  is  committed  to  the  work  of  this  “wet”  shelter  and  the 
supports  presented  to  its  residents  for  a healthier  lifestyle.  Funding  is  awarded  in  the  area 
of  operations  in  order  to  offset  the  cost  associated  with  providing  a twenty-four  hour 
program  and  maintaining  overflow  beds  year-round.  Transportation  support  is  critical  to 
meet  the  needs  of  this  high-risk  population  (to  medical  appointments,  referrals  and  detox 
programs).  CASPAR’S  ACCESS  Transitional  Program  provides  an  effective  bridge 
between  the  familiarity  of  the  shelter  setting  and  residential  treatment  or  other  sober 
independent  living  for  men  and  women  for  whom  recovery  from  substance  abuse  has 
been  elusive  in  the  past.  In  a stmctured  program  which  provides  supported  employment, 
emphasizes  relapse  prevention,  promotes  self-esteem  and  fosters  motivation,  more  than 
100  men,  women  and  young  adults,  participate  each  year.  Guests  made  more  than  40,000 
visits  last  year.  Approximately  19%  of  the  guests  claim  Somerv'ille  as  their  primary 
residence.

An  increase  in  the  number  of  homeless  women  and  shelter  referrals 
have  resulted  from  our  affordable  transit  system  and  the  fact  that  there  are  no  shelters  in 
Malden,  Medford,  Arlington  and  other  North  Suburban  communities.  Homeless  women 
seek  shelter  where  they  can  find  it,  as  well  as,  seeking  out  shelter  that  suits  their  needs.

Two  therapy/issues  groups  are  held  weekly  allowing  women  to  address  many  of  the 
issues  that  lead  to  their  homelessness  and  to  envision  ways  of  getting  back  to  pemianent 
housing.

Consultation 


The  Office  of  Housing  and  Community  Development  (OHCD)  will  continue  its  outreach 
efforts  to  the  conununity  over  the  next  five  years  of  program  activities.  The  need  to 
involve  citizens  is  a major  goal  of  the  Mayor  and  OHCD.  In  addition,  OHCD  will 
continue  working  with  essential  related  agencies,  departments,  and  groups  that  are 
involved  in  our  conmmnity  and  region. 

In  planning  and  developing  this  five-year  plan,  OflCD  staff  took  into  consideration 
comments  and  feedback  from  community  members  received  in  dozens  of  public  meetings 
over  the  past  three  years.  OHCD  has  managed  major  planning  studies  for  eity 
neighborhoods  sueh  as  Assembly  Square,  Union  Square,  and  East  Somerville.  Each  of 
these  planning  studies  involved  extensive  community  outreach  and  participation  by 
residents,  property  and  business  owners.  In  addition,  professional  planning  and  economic 
analyses  were  perfomied  to  identify  effective  strategies  for  meeting  community  needs. 
OHCD  began  the  process  of  developing  a “community  plan"’  last  year  and  held  a series  of 
meetings  across  the  city  to  discuss  needs  in  the  areas  of  housing,  economic  development, 
open  space  and  public  services.  The  infonnation  obtained  at  these  meetings  and  other 
community  and  public  meetings  were  utilized  to  develop  this  five  year  plan. 

In  connection  w'ith  the  five  year  plan,  OHCD  held  two  public  hearings  to  identify 
community  needs  and  to  receive  feedback  from  the  community.  These  public  heanngs 
were  published  in  tlie  Somerville  Journal  and  Bay  State  Banner  Bvo  weeks  prior  to  the 
hearing  dates.  Ehe  notice  was  also  aired  on  the  City’s  cable  channel  in  multiple 
languages  and  posted  on  the  City’s  website.  Previous  recipients  of  Community 
Development  Block  Grant  (CDBG)  and  Emergency  Shelter  Grant  (ESG)  funding  were 
notified  directly  by  mail. 

OHCD  also  followed  the  same  advertising  procedures  in  the  Request  for  Proposals  (REP) 
for  CDBG  and  ESG  funding.  Ehe  Department  of  Human  Serv  ices  and  OHCD 
coordinated  the  review  of  the  RFP’s  submitted  by  local  agencies  and  groups.  A 
representative  from  both  departments  were  on  the  selection  committee  who  reviews  and 
discusses  the  proposals.  After  several  meetings  the  committee  developed  a 
recommendation  for  the  Mayor  in  allocating  funding  to  the  various  agencies  and  groups. 
Tbe  Mayor  took  the  recommendations  of  the  committee  under  advisement  and  made  a 
final  decision  prior  to  the  submission  of  the  Consolidated  Plan. 

OHCD  will  continue  public  outreach  through  the  activities  and  goals  programmed  for  the 
next  five  years.  The  department  is  actively  involved  in  many  City,  neighborhood  and 
community-based  committees  and  programs.  This  includes  the  Davis  Square  Task  Force, 
various  Chamber  of  Commerce  Business  Interest  Groups,  Somerville  Community 
Corporation,  Somerwille  Housing  Authority,  Friends  of  the  Community  Path,  Mystic 
View  Task  Force,  Groundwork  Somerville,  Somerville  Bike  Committee,  City-wide 
Agency  Directors  Association,  Affordable  Housing  Organizing  Committee,  Somerville 
Homeless  Providers  Group,  Somerville  Affordable  Housing  Trust  Fund  Committee,  Fair 


\ lousing  C’omniission,  Sonien'illc  Planning  Board,  Somerville  Zoning  Board  of  Appeals, 
Historic  Preservation  Commission,  Somerville  Redevelopment  Authority,  Somerville

Many  public  meeting  flyers  are 
printed  in  Spanish  and  Portuguese  to  increase  the  outreach  diversity. 

01 ICD  will  also  continue  representing  community  interests  through  various  State, 
National,  and  metropolitan  planning  and  transportation  committees  and  programs.

Paul  Connolly  [Director  of  Administration  and  Finance,  OflCD]  opened  tlie  meeting  at  7:10 
p.m.  He  welcomed  and  thanked  even  one  for  coining  to  the  first  of  two  public  hearings  that 
\\  ould  take  place  in  preparation  for  the  One-year  Action  Plan  and  Fi^■e-Year  Consolidated  Plan. 
Mr.  Connolly  e.xplained  the  puipose  of  the  meeting  was  to  get  feed  back  from  the  residents, 
businesses,  and  organizations  m the  City  of  Somer\ille.  in  regards  to  the  One- Year  Action  Plan 
and  Five-Year  Consolidated  Plan.  He  continued  to  explain  that  the  two  plans  deal  with  funding 
from  the  Department  of  Plousing  and  Urban  Development  (HUD)  for  the  CDBG,  HOME,  and 
Emergency  Shelter  grant  programs  He  then  ga\  e examples  of  acti\  ities  funded  tlirough  the 
three  funding  programs. 

Mr.  Connolly  made  clear  the  purpose  of  the  meeting  was  also  for  feed  back  in  regards  to  the 
Five-Year  Consolidated  Plan.  He  announced  there  was  a handout  explaining  the  process  for 
developing  the  plan  for  anyone  who  was  interested.  He  explained  the  plan  was  basically  the 
goals  and  objectives  along  with  strategies  the  City  will  cairy  out  in  the  next  Five  years  w ith  the 
CDBG.  HOME,  and  Emergency  Shelter  grant  programs,  fie  asked  the  public  to  think  about 
what  they  want  to  see  accomphshetl  with  tins  funding'i'  What  actix  ities  would  they  like  to  see 
funded  with  these  funds  and  w hat  goals  and  objectn  es  do  they  ha\  e for  the  entitlement  grants? 

Mr.  Connolly  projectetl  that  for  next  year  CDBG  funding  there  would  be  a 3?o  cutback  that 
calculates  to  about  $16,000  in  cuts  for  Public  Serxices  and  approximately  $196,000  in  the  overall 
CDBG  funds.  He  explained  these  cuts  are  similar  to  recent  cutbacks  by  the  Federal  and  State 
government. 


Mr.  Connolly  asked  that  people  xx  ho  xvere  going  to  be  speaking  to  identify  themselves  and  their 
organization  and  try  to  speak  loud  and  clear  for  proper  note  taking.  He  then  opened  the  meeting 
for  public  testimony. 

Ms.  Karen  Jenner  [Director  of  Public  Safety,  Somerville  Housing  Authority  (SHA)]  requested 
CDBG  funding  to  be  continued  for  the  SFIA  Public  Safety  program.  The  Federal  government 
has  eliminated  all  dnig  elimination  money  for  public  housing.  She  felt  they  have  nm  a 
successful  Public  Safety  program  for  SHA.  She  has  four  full-time  officers  and  herself  to  patrol 
the  housing  developments.  She  says  xvith  their  sendees  they  relieve  many  sendees  that  the 
Soinenille  Police  Department  xvould  have  to  provide.  Therefore  she  is  requesting  to  be 
refunded. 

Ms.  Jenner  also  attended  to  support  SHA  Resident  Services  for  senior  housing.  Three  staff 
members  xvork  for  the  Resident  Services  program.  She  explained  Resident  Sendees  assist  xvith 
the  Public  Safety  Department  and  provide  invaluable  sendees  to  seniors,  xvhether  for  physical 
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health  or  mental  problems.  She  requested  Resident  Services  also  receive  fumling.  She  continued 
that  the  t\\  o programs  are  important  to  the  senior  community  and  with  all  the  cniTent  cutbacks,  in 
tenns  of  social  serv  ice  programs;  the  Resident  Service  program  is  an  invaluable  asset  to  SHA, 
seniors,  and  th.e  City  of  Somerville. 

Ms.  Beth  .M  on  roe  Howe  [Resident  Services  for  Senior  Mousing]  introduced  a resident  w ho 
came  to  provide  testimony  of  w'hat  services  the  program  provides. 

Ms.  Barbara  Golden  [resident  of  252  Medford  Street]  accounted  how-  IMs.  Monroe  has  helped 
her  in  many  w'avs  after  her  stroke,  including  help  in  w riting,  answering  questions  and  helping 
with  bills. 

Ms.  Monroe  continued  that  these  services  she  provides  to  Ms.  Golden  are  just  some  of  the  many 
services  she  provides  and  serv'ices  that  Elderly  Serv  ices  cannot  provide.  She  stated  she  closes 
the  gap  betw  een  sendees  not  provided  by  Elderly  Sendees  and  serv  ices  needed  by  SMA 
residents.  She  introduced  another  resident  she  has  been  working  w ith  Ms.  Carol  Ann  Braga. 

Ms.  Carol  Ann  Braga  [resident  252  Medford  Street]  received  help  from  Ms.  Monroe 
communicating  with  MassHealth  to  get  needed  sendees.  She  explained  Ms.  Monroe  helps  her 
with  reading,  billing,  and  helps  her  and  other  residents  to  understand  what  they  need  to  pay  for. 
She  added  that  Ms.  Monroe  listens  to  them  w hen  they  have  problems,  takes  everything  into 
consideration;  she  is  ver>'  personable  and  w ill  go  out  of  her  way  to  help  them.  She  stated  that  she 
does  not  want  to  loose  Ms.  Monroe. 

.Ms.  Mo  nroe  explained  that  these  are  examples  of  what  Resident  Sen  ices  prov  ides.  She  also 
added  that  Resident  Sen  ices  works  with  Public  Safety  to  address  specific  elderly  residents  that 
would  be  calling  the  Somerville  Police  Department.  She  requested  to  be  funded. 

Rita  Capuano  [resident  252  Medford  Street]  emphasized  how  important  Ms.  Monroe  is  to  the 
residents  and  how  she  missed  other  important  obligations  to  come  and  speak  in  support  of 
continued  funding  for  her  senices.  She  explained  she  is  legally  blind,  lives  alone  and  needs  help 
to  read  notices.  She  accounted  how  Ms.  Monroe  is  in  and  out  of  the  building  a lot  and  helps  her 
read  the  bulletin  board.  She  said  she  has  others  to  help  her,  but  Ms.  IMonroe  is  her  main  stake 
and  she  would  be  lost  without  her.  She  explained  that  she  does  not  need  to  bother  her  son  or  • 
other  children  because  she  has  Ms.  IMonroe  and  Ms.  IMonroe  does  not  act  like  it  is  a bother  and 
is  very  gracious.  She  is  thankful  for  her  services  and  does  not  want  to  loose  her. 

Carol  Ann  Braga  [resident  252  Medford  Street]  explained  that  five  years  she  experienced  a 
nerv'ous  breakdown  and  Ms.  Monroe  has  been  there  to  help  her.  She  accounted  how  Ms. 
Monroe  helps  her  get  rides,  review  billings,  is  always  there,  and  is  the  best  thing  to  happen  for 
the  residents.  She  added  that  with  Ms.  Monroe  always  there  to  talk  and  she  always  gets  back  to 
them  when  they  need  sonrething.  She  emphasized  the  thought  of  loosing  her  really  bothers  her 
and  she  will  give  anything  to  ensure  she  stays.  She  said  she  was  speaking  from  the  heart  and  her 
heart  is  with  Ms.  Monroe. 
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iMs.  Jenncr  wanted  to  add  that  many  of  their  children  have  moved  away  and  do  not  live  close 
bv;  howe\  er  they  tiw  to  maintain  independence  as  much  as  possible  that  gives  them  a sense  of 
pride.  She  accounted  how  sometimes  their  children  tlo  not  know  the  ax  enues  to  direct  them  for 
problems  and  they  do  not  w'ant  to  burden  their  children  w’ith  questions  so  it  is  good  to  hax’e  Ms. 
Monroe  there  to  assist  them.  She  believes  it  helps  the  elderly  residents  he  more  independent  and 
that  means  a lot.  She  stated  that  she  hopes  everyone  can  find  someone  as  special  as  Ms.  Monroe 
to  help  them  when  the  time  comes. 

Ms.  Bette  Mederios  [President  of  the  Tenants  Association.  Warren  Avenue]  stated  she  w as 
shocked  to  find  out  SHA  Public  Safety  Serv  ices,  would  have  to  be  refunded.  She  cotild  not 
imagine  not  having  the  service  available.  She  said  there  isn't  a time  they  don't  call,  especial!}'  at 
night,  w hen  there  is  a problem.  She  believes  the  service  pro\  ides  a sense  of  security,  w hich  is 
important  for  the  elderly.  She  accounted  how  anytime  she  calls  for  infonnation  or  needs  help 
Public  Safety  is  there  to  help.  She  believes  loosing  them  would  be  like  being  in  the  middle  of  the 
ocean  wnth  out  seeing  a shoreline. 

Ms.  Mederios  also  spoke  in  support  of  funding  Resident  Seiwices.  She  also  could  not  imagine 
loosing  this  service.  She  stated  the  citizens  need  them  and  their  help.  She  said  she  goes  to 
Resident  Services  with  many  question  tenants  come  to  her  and  ask.  She  stated  she  could  not 
understand  how  a person,  government,  or  organization  could  pull  the  carpet  out  from  under  the 
elderly.  They  h\ed  their  li\es,  w'orked  hard,  and  this  is  supposed  to  be  the  best  time  of  their 
lives.  She  believes  it  is  terrible  that  the  elderly  have  to  choose  between  paying  for  prescriptions 
and  paying  for  food.  She  wants  every'one  to  wake  up.  She  believes  the  elderly  shoukl  come 
together  and  drown  out  the  possibilities  of  cutbacks  wnth  their  voting  power.  She  reiterated  that 
she  could  not  imagine  what  she  would  do  w ithoiit  Public  Safety  and  Resident  Scio  ices  and  hopes 
thev  will  be  funded. 

George  Sib  a [Director  of  Modernization,  SHA]  requested  consideration  of  funding  for  site  w ork 
and  constniction  at  the  Mystic  Housing  site.  He  explained  a year  ago  Clarendon  Hill  site 
received  funding  for  site  renovation  and  the  funding  meant  a great  deal  to  the  resiilents.  The 
funding  helped  to  transfomi  asphalt  into  beautiful  greenery.  He  explained  how  cunently  SHA  is 
in  the  process  of  designing  modifications  to  the  Mystic  Housing  site  w here  they  w ill  be  doing 
additions  to  kitchens  and  bathrooms  and  also  completing  a facelift  to  the  buildings,  fhe  State 
has  not  funded  enough  of  the  project  for  the  entire  scope  to  be  complete  so  they  need  additional 
funds  to  do  site  w'ork.  He  requested  consideration  for  funding. 

Ms.  Jenner  wanted  to  add  to  what  Mr.  Silva  wais  requesting.  She  stated  she  had  been  working 
in  housing  for  over  23  years  and  one  thing  she  has  found  w'ith  public  housing  is  that  there  is  a 
stigmatism  that  follows  it.  She  accounted  how'  the  money  given  last  year  for  the  Clarendon  Hill 
site  was  really  great  and  provided  grass  for  the  kids  to  play  on.  She  continued  that  the  funding 
helps  to  make  a brick  jungle  into  an  actual  family  housing  development.  She  added  it  was  great 
to  see  the  children  play  on  the  new  grassy  area  and  the  site  become  more  family-oriented.  She 
believes  it  is  vital  for  a healthy  environment  for  the  children. 

Jennifer  Hill  [Executive  Director,  Groundwork  Somerville]  explained  her  job  is  to  help  green 
Somendlle.  She  explained  Groundwork  Somerville  is  a pilot  program  of  the  National  Park 
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Scr\  ice  to  do  community  enx  ironment  projects  as  partnerships  witli  otiier  organizations.  She  has 
a background  in  enx  ironmental  planning  and  has  one  manager  tliat  works  with  the  program.  She 
accounted  tlie  new  Adopt-a-Spot  in  Teele  Square  as  an  example  of  w ork  done  by  Groundw  ork 
Someiwille.  She  explained  they  do  receive  CDBG  funding  through  the  Economic  Development 
program.  She  emphasized  this  funding  is  important  for  the  program. 

Ms.  iiill  accounted  many  projects  last  year  that  w’ere  assisted  through  CDBG  which  included; 
work  at  a courtyard  at  Someiwille  High  School;  landscaping  for  businesses  in  the  Boynton  'Yards 
area  which  was  a former  Brownfield  and  was  a partnership  between  City  Year,  Timberland.  and 
local  businesses.  She  said  for  next  year  she  plans  to  use  funding  for  the  boathouse  on  Shore 
Dri\  e and  making  it  into  an  eiwironmental  education  center,  which  w ill  be  a partnership  w ith  the 
Ifoys  and  Girls  Club  and  the  Mystic  River  Watershed  Association.  She  also  plans  to  work  on  the 
Inner  Belt  Landscaping  and  Signage  program  in  partnership  with  the  Chambers  c^f  Commerce 
and  City  of  Somerx  ille. 

^ls.  lliil  concluded  by  giving  two  examples  of  future  projects.  First,  she  attended  a Union 
Square  Re\  italization  meeting  and  received  a good  amount  of  response  for  possible  work  m that 
area.  Secondly,  a citizen  had  called  her  who  saw  an  Adopt-a-Spot  sign  and  wanted  to  donate 
o\  er  400  flowers  to  be  planted  by  kids  at  the  Brown  School  in  the  new  ly  renoc  ated  Lexington 
A\  enue  playground.  She  said  the  donator  hopes  to  give  more  flowers  nexf  spring  to  East 
Somer\  ille  School  and  hopefully  can  work  through  all  schools  in  Somerville.  She  added  that  this 
is  an  example  of  hc')w  Groundwork  Somen.'ille  can  leverage  funding  and  make  it  larger. 

,Ms.  liraga  commented  that  funding  for  green  space  was  nice  but  she  believes  food,  health,  and 
medication  is  more  important. 

Paul  Plato  [SCM  Community  Transportation]  stated  he  would  like  to  add  his  \ oice  in  support 
with  anyone  who  says  there  is  no  people  more  deserving,  in  support  or  respect,  as  our  seniors. 

He  added  seniors  have  the  right  to  live  in  their  own  homes  and  communities.  He  said  SCM  is 
part  of  the  mosaic  of  services  for  seniors.  He  explained  that  SCM,  in  partnership  w ith  the  City, 
provules  transportation  for  seniors  for  tw'o  particular  purposes;  for  medical  visits  in  Somerv  ille 
and  the  region,  and  for  groceip/  shopping.  Last  year  SCM  through  CDBG  funding  provided  6600 
rides  to  over  550  individuals.  He  said  he  is  vei'y  proud  of  tlie  partnership  and  added  that  the 
funding  leverages  other  funds.  As  a goal,  he  would  like  to  seek  additional  none  CDBG  funding 
so  they  can  expand  the  type  of  services  they  provide,  like  trips  to  see  family.  He  added  that  there 
are  brochures  for  anyone  interested. 

Craig  Fletcher  [Walnut  Street  Center]  stated  that  this  was  the  first  time  the  center  has  applied 
for  a grant,  but  the  center  has  been  providing  services  for  adults  with  development  disabilities  for 
the  past  32  years.  He  attended  the  meeting  to  seek  additional  funding  since  the  State  is 
struggling  to  provide  important  services,  such  as  the  center  provides.  The  center  began  in  the 
1970’s  by  a group  of  parents  wdio  didn’t  have  servdces  for  their  sons  and  daughters  in  Someiwille. 
The  center  is  located  in  the  Somerville  Recreational  Building  on  Walnut  Street,  fie  accounted 
over  the  years  the  center  has  expanded  and  helps  over  200  adults  wdth  development  disabilities. 
The  center  provides  many  seiwices  such  as  work-training  programs,  residential  home  visits,  and 
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case  management  to  families.  The  client  ages  of  the  center  range  from  the  voungest  being  22 
years  old  and  the  oldest  being  92  years  old. 

Mr.  Fletcher  accounted  how  the  center  met  with  the  clients  and  asked  how  they  wanted  to  see 
the  grant  money  spent.  The  clients  said  three  things.  First,  they  wanted  to  get  out  in  the 
coininunitv,  have  fun,  and  be  with  people.  Second,  they  wanted  to  contribute  and  volunteer  and 
be  accepted  by  the  community.  And  the  third  request  was  they  wanted  to  leam  and  go  to  classes. 

Mr.  Fletcher  said  the  mission  of  the  center  is  to  help  their  clients  be  part  of  the  community. 
achie\e  goals,  get  to  know'  people,  and  make  it  feel  like  it  is  their  home.  1 ie  said  grant  money 
awarded  to  the  center  would  go  to  hiring  people  to  work  with  individual  clients  to  reach  goals 
and  integrate  them  into  the  community.  Me  then  introduced  Mr.  Steven  C’osta  a client  to  speak. 

Mr.  Costa  said  he  would  like  more  exercise  equipment  for  the  center  and  to  attend  a Red  Sox 
game. 

iMirian  Lasher  [Infant  and  Toddler  Guidance  Center]  said  CDBG  has  been  supporting  the 
program  to  help  families  that  don't  speak  English  or  English  is  a second  language  w ith  new-  bom 
children.  Some  of  the  activities  provided  by  the  center  include:  home  interv  ention;  sen  ices  for 
children  witli  disabilities  or  special  needs;  a small  job  fair  program:  helping  families  w ith  brand 
new'  babies  get  contacted  with  things;  a healthy  family'  program  which  helps  adolescents  with 
new  infants;  and  making  all  of  the  programs  work  together.  The  most  critical  sen  ice  funded  by 
the  City  is  helping  families  that  do  not  speak  English  find  sen  ices  after  having  a new  bom  baby  . 
The  center  needs  staff  and  interpreters  that  can  speak  multiple  languages  to  communicate  w'lth 
these  clients  and  help  them  with  many  critical  situations.  These  are  sendees  the  funding  helps 
with  and  that  no  other  funds  can  help  the  center  address.  With  cunent  cutbacks  this  funding 
becomes  even  more  important  since  critical  building  blocks  to  the  program  ha\  e been  w iped 
away  by  the  State  She  understands  that  all  of  the  programs  requesting  funding  at  this  meeting 
provide  important  serx  ices  and  can  sympathized  with  anyone  wlio  has  to  make  these  critical 
funding  decisions. 

Mark  .AIston-Follansbee  [Director  of  the  Somenille  Homeless  Coalition]  stated  the  program 
receives  funding  from  all  three  grant  programs  (CDBG,  HOME,  Emergency  Shelter)  for  the 
multiple  activities  the  program  provides.  He  is  very  appreciative  for  all  the  suppoH  from  City.  - 
.Ys  a long-tenn  goal,  he  hopes  to  aim  to  abolish  homelessness  in  Somerville  and  put  their 
program  out  of  business.  He  added  the  only  way  to  do  this  is  by  producing  affordable  housing. 
He  stated  that  they  need  more  affordable  housing  for  the  people  in  the  shelters  who  want  to  live 
in  their  ow  n community.  He  hopes  that  the  City  can  not  only  continue  to  look  at  the  emergency 
need  for  the  Itomelessness,  but  also  look  forward  to  the  long  range  goals  of  providing  affordable 
housing. 

Mr.  Connolly  closed  public  comment.  He  stated  in  regard  to  Public  Serv'ice  agencies  the  RFP  is 
available  for  funding  next  year  and  it  has  to  be  turned  in  by  November  4,  2002.  It  is  av'ailable  in 
City  Hall  on  the  Floor.  The  Emergency  Shelter  Grant  proposals  will  be  going  out  shortly  and 
thev  w'ill  be  due  in  the  middle  of  November. 
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Ms.  liraoa  ttsked  how  public  testimony  would  effect  funding? 

Mr.  Connolly  replied  that  all  testimony  would  all  he  taken  into  consideration. 

Ms.  Melissa  McM'hinney  [Somer\  ille  Human  Ser\  iee  Department]  suggested  to  all  attendees  to 
try  and  think  outside  the  box  in  this  time  of  tough  budget  cuts.  Groups  should  tr\'  to  work 
collaboratively  in  regards  to  funding.  She  understands  the  challenges  they  all  feel  and  would 
recommend  for  the  groups  to  talk  with  each  other  and  see  how  they  could  work  together. 

Ms.  Jenner  ensured  Ms.  iMcM'hinney  that  the  SHA  pixnides  multiple  services  and  does  not 
want  people  to  think  that  SHA  is  there  to  be  overly  selfish,  fhe  reason  there  were  so  many 
attendants  is  because  they  such  a large  number  of  suppoilers.  She  also  said  they  do  and  will 
continue  to  collaborate  with  other  agencies. 

Ms.  McM  hinn  ey  responded  by  saying  that  she  knows  the  SHA  provides  many  services  and  was 
not  addressing  them  directly.  She  was  simply  suggesting  this  is  a time  for  ev'ervone  in  social 
ser\  ices  to  come  together  and  think  outside  the  box  in  tenns  of  funding. 

Mr.  Stephen  Post  [Executive  Director  of  Otfice  of  Housing  and  Community  Dev  elopment] 
thanked  everyone  for  attending  and  taking  the  time  to  come  out.  particularly  the  large  group  of 
senior  citizens.  He  assured  that  all  the  input  received  from  these  meetings  vvill  go  back  to  Mayor 
and  taken  into  consideration  during  funding  allocation  for  next  year.  Everyone  who  voiced  their 
opinion  w ill  be  heard  and  he  tlianked  the  agencies  and  individuals  for  coming  out  and 
participating.  He  stated  there  would  be  a second  meeting  after  the  plan  is  drafted.  He  thanked 
everv'one  for  coming.

Stephen  Post  [Execiiti\  e Director,  OECD]  opened  the  meeting  at  7:15  p.m.  Lie  welcomed 
ex  eryone  to  the  secontl  public  hearing  for  the  fiscal  year  2003  One  Year  Action  Plan  and  Fix  e 
^'ear  Consolidated  Plan  funded  through  the  Block  Grant  program  administered  by  the 
Department  of  Housing  and  Urban  Dex  elopment  (HUD),  fie  explained  the  City  is  foilunate  to 
be  an  entitlement  community  especially  during  the  tighter  budget  times  such  as  now.  I he 
funding  is  annually  requested  by  the  City  from  HUD  and  must  be  approx’ed  by  the  Mayor  and 
Board  of  Aldermen. 

Mr.  P ost  explained  that  as  part  of  the  funding  process  the  City  holds  txx  o public  hearings.  The 
first  public  hearing  was  held  in  October  and  this  exenings  meetin  xx  oiild  be  the  second  public 
hearing  before  approx  ing  the  2003  One  Year  .Action  Plan  and  for  this  year,  the  Fix  e A’ear 
Consolidated  Plan.  He  explained  ex-erx'  fix-e  years  the  City  is  required  by  HCTI)  to  produce  a Fix  e 
'I’ear  Consolidated  Plan  to  identify  dix  ision  goals  for  the  next  fix  e years. 

Mr.  Post  introduced  OHCD  Dixision  Directors  that  xxould  later  gixe  brief  descriptions  of 
actix  ities  for  their  dix  ision.  OflCD  Directors  included  Sherri  Geldersnia  (Open  Space  and 
Parks).  Dliariiiena  Doxx  ney  (Housing),  and  Christi  M'rigley  (Commercial  & Economic 
Dex  elopment).  Exelyn  Persoff  ( Housing)  and  Ron  Farrar  (Transportation  & Long  Range 
Planning)  x\  ere  also  present. 

Mr.  Post  announced  the  current  CDBG  budget  xxould  be  approximately  3.5  million,  xxhich 
represents  a 3T'o  cut  from  last  year.  The  City  received  a 2%  cut  in  2002  and  the  national  trend 
seems  to  be  allocating  funds  toxx  ards  other  national  programs,  hoxvever,  there  is  a general 
cutback  in  all  programs.  He  continued  to  explain  that  the  Block  Grant  program  has  been 
somexxhat  resistant  to  cuts  because  it  is  a good  program  that  gives  local  authorities  more 
Bexibility  for  hoxv  funds  are  spent. 

Mr.  Post  stated  that  the  Emergency  Shelter  Grant  for  this  year  has  been  cut  by  $1,000.  For  2003 
the  City  xvill  receive  $1  25,000  compared  to  $126,000  the  City  received  in  2002.  He  explained 
the  HOME  allocation,  funding  dedicated  to  housing  and  home  oxvnership  programs,  xvas 
increased  from  $836,000  to  $926,000  for  this  year.  LIUD  used  2000  census  infonnation  to 
calculate  this  funding,  xvhich  formulated  to  an  increase  of  funding. 

Mr.  Post  stated  the  City  could  dedicate  15%  of  the  CDBG  funding  toxvards  Public  Service 
.Agencies.  As  a result  of  the  3%  cutback  in  CDBG  funding,  there  is  less  funds  for  the  City  to 
dedicate  to  Public  Service  Agencies  this  year  than  2002. 
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'Mr.  Post  explained  there  was  a committee  set-up  to  review  all  the  applications  received  for 
Public  Ser\  ice  funds.  The  committee  has  reviewed  the  applications  and  made  recommendations 
to  the  Mayor.  The  Mayor  will  make  a decision  on  final  allocation  for  Public  Ser\  ice  funds 
\\  ithin  the  next  week. 

Mr.  Post  announced  tonight's  meeting  would  be  one  more  opportunity  for  people  to  present  to 
the  City  what  they  need,  \\hat  the  plan  priorities  should  be,  and  what  the  plan  should  address. 

On  January  15th,  the  One-Year  .Action  Plan  and  the  Five-Year  Consolidated  Plan  will  be 
available  for  public  re\  iew  at  OflCD,  public  libraries,  and  the  City  Hall  .Annex.  There  will  be  a 
thirty-day  public  re\’iew  period  of  the  proposed  budget  and  Five-'l’ear  Consolidated  Plan.  .At  the 
same  time,  OHCD  will  be  going  to  the  Board  of  Aldennan  for  approval  of  the  proposed  budget 
and  for  submission  to  HfTJ.  OHCD  Division  Directors  who  were  present  at  the  meeting  were 
then  asked  to  present  what  their  division  does  and  some  of  the  projects  they  plan  to  be  doing  for 
the  next  year 

Christi  M'rigley  [Director  of  Commercial  and  Economic  Development]  explained  thedn  ision  is 
responsible  for  the  many  commercial  districts  within  the  cityx  including;  Union  Stiuare,  Da\  is 
Square,  Magoun  Square,  Winter  Hill,  and  East  Somep.'ille.  The  dixision  is  responsible  for 
making  the  commercial  districts  better  places  through  infrastmeture  improvements  and  programs 
such  as:  Broxxnfield  Improvement;  economic  development  loans;  Store  Front  Impirox  ement;  and 
Tax  Incremental  Financing.  The  division  is  also  responsible  for  larger  public  initiatix  es  such  as: 
street  improx  ement  projects;  overall  business  developmient;  and  the  Union  Square  Rex  itahzation 
project,  \xhich  includes  transportation  impnox  ements,  business  dexelopment,  and  urban  design. 
Over  the  next  fix  e years  some  of  the  nexv  projects  xx  ould  be  located  through  the  Broadxx  ay 
corridor  in  areas  that  may  or  may  not  be  eligible,  but  hax  e been  identified  for  OHCD  serx  ices 
and  projects  and  also  other  areas  such  as  Ball  Square  and  Winter  Hill. 

Sherri  C.'eldcrsma  [fdirector  of  Open  Space  and  Parks]  explained  that  historically  dix  ision 
responsibility's  included  the  renovation  of  over  40  paarks  in  the  city.  For  the  next  fix  e years  the 
dix  ision  xx  ill  carry  on  xx  ith  these  responsibilities  along  xvith  other  activities.  The  dix  ision  has 
been  involved  in  restoration  of  historic  parks,  such  as  the  Powderhouse  Park/  Tufts  Park,  xvhich 
XX  ill  be  completed  this  coming  y'ear.  There  xvill  be  three  Tot  Lots  under  renovation  and  Tnim 
Field  xvill  be  undergoing  renox  ations  including  nexv  lighting  and  the  begimaing  of  Phase  II  in  the 
Spring  of  2003.  The  division  has  been  successful  at  obtaining  Federal  and  State  grants  in 
addition  to  CDBG  funding.  They  also  address  issues  such  as  long  range  planning  of  parks,  such 
as  Allen  Street  and  a possible  skate  park. 

Mr.  Post  added  that  the  division  recently  completed  an  Open  Space  and  Recreation  Plan  that 
states  the  City’s  goals  for  Open  Space  for  the  next  five  years.  The  final  draft  xvill  be  available 
for  public  reviexv  soon. 

Dharmena  Doxvney  [Director  of  Housing]  explained  the  division  mns  a xvide  range  of  programs 
to  assist  non-profit  and  for  profit  developers  in  developing  housing.  For  non-profit  developers 
the  division  provides  technical  assistance  for  their  projects  that  provide  loxv-income  home 
oxvnership  and  rental  units.  The  division  also  xvorks  xvith  the  private  developers  to  implement 
the  Inclusionar)'  Housing  Ordinance,  xvhich  states  any  development  over  8 units  must  make 
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1 2.5%  of  the  units  affordable  and  available  for  low  to  moderate  income  people.  Within  the 
di\  ision  they  nin  a number  of  programs  such  as  the  Housing  Rehabilitation  Program  which 
offers  0%  loans;  home  heating  system  for  people  \\  ith  eligible  incomes;  a Rental  Re^•ol\■ing  Loan 
Fund  through  the  Somerville  Housing  Tnist  Fund;  and  a Deleading  Program  that  prov  ides  safety 
to  children.  The  division  also  works  with  the  City's  homeless  providers  to  develop  policy  in 
reducing  homelessness  in  the  city,  including  the  Somerv  ille  flomeless  Coalition  and  Wayside. 
The  division  works  on  a whole  host  of  housing  issues  and  programs  to  create  and  pro\  ide 
affordable  housing  in  Somerville.  The  div  ision  also  nins  a Home  Buyer  Training  Program  and  a 
Down  Pavment  Assistance  Program. 

iMr.  Post  added  there  is  also  the  Transportation  and  L ong  Range  Planning  division,  which  has 
been  working  on  projects  in  areas  such  as  Assembly  Square,  Inner  Belt,  and  North  Point.  The 
di\  ision  addresses  long  range  planning  issues  for  the  city.  OHCD  also  prov  ides  funding  for  the 
Historic  Preservation  Commission  for  historic  restoration.  Some  recent  projects  included  the 
Povvderhouse  and  old  Police  Station  on  Bow  Street. 

iMr.  Post  opened  the  meeting  to  public  testimony 

F’aiil  Pinto  [Executive  Director  of  MAPS]  explained  that  MAPS  is  a social  serx  ices  non-profit 
that  has  been  around  for  over  33  years.  There  are  offices  located  in  Somerville,  Cambridge. 
Boston  and  Lowell.  Mr.  Pinto  wanted  to  speak  mostlv  for  social  services  for  Portuguese- 
speaking immigrant  populations.  There  are  approximately  15.000  Portuguese-speakers  in 
Somerv  ille  vv  ith  an  array  of  needs.  The  most  important  needs  are  those  of  new  immigrants  and 
connecting  them  to  health,  social,  and  legal  serv  ices.  There  are  also  the  social  needs  for  issues 
such  as  domestic  v iolence,  youth  in  gangs,  and  other  issues  of  dnigs  FllV.'substance  abuse. 
iXLAPS  prov  ides  a variety  of  health  and  social  services.  Mr.  Pinto  wanted  to  thank  the  city  for 
their  current  programs  that  help  immigrants  of  all  languages  to  connect  with  social  and  health 
services.  MAPS  served  over  259  families  last  year  m the  City  of  Somerville  for  a v ariety  of 
health  and  social  services.  Mr.  Pinto  urged  the  City  to  continue  their  support  for  these  services 
and  providing  needs  for  the  Portuguese-speaking  populations  of  all  ages  to  help  become  a pail  of 
their  newly  adopted  society. 

Paul  Plato  [SCM  Transportation]  explained  the  mission  of  SCM  is  to  empower  seniors  and 
people  with  disabilities  with  access  to  the  people  and  services  that  enrich  their  lives  tlirough 
transportation.  SCM  has  been  serving  Somerville  for  the  last  several  years  tlirough  CDBG 
funding  to  provide  trips  to  doctor  appointments  and  grocery  shopping  for  the  elderly  and 
disabled  populations.  These  continue  to  be  great  needs  of  the  community.  SCM  helps  seniors  to 
stay  in  their  home  as  long  as  possible  by  providing  necessarv’  transportation  needs.  .Mr.  Plato 
emphasized  the  importance  of  the  continued  City  support  for  the  program  in  light  of  the  current 
climate  of  State  cuts  towards  the  elderly.  With  current  State  cuts  the  elderly  becomes  more 
dependent  on  serv'ices  that  are  provided  by  the  City. 

Suzanne  Bancher  [Wayside  Youth  & Family]  explained  the  group  is  based  in  Somervhlle  Public 
Housing  specifically  in  Clarendon  Llills.  About  80%  of  the  kids  involved  are  immigrants  or 
minorities.  With  past  CDBG  funding  the  group  has  been  able  to  double  the  number  of  people 
they  have  been  able  to  reach.  The  group  has  partnered  vvith  the  State  Governor's  Office/Task 
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Force  Agamsi  Hate  Crimes.  In  promotion,  on  the  one-year  anniversar>'  of  9 1 1 the  partnership 
tlisplayeei  over  1700  pieces  of  art  at  the  State  House  to  represent  the  nunfber  of  hate  crimes 
against  Arab- Americans  in  the  past  year,  fhe  kitis  from  Wayside  created  an  anti-racism  quilt 
that  not  only  was  displayed  at  the  State  House,  but  also  toured  around  including  to  Washington 
D C.  The  kids  have  gained  a lot  of  attention  by  being  able  to  speak  to  a large  group  of  their 
peers  about  \ iolence  prevention,  partner  abuse  prevention,  and  drug  abuse  preveiition.  The 
group  has  accessed  Federal  funding  to  go  to  Mystic  and  Clarendon  Hills  to  talk  to  the  parents 
about  substance  abuse  prevention  and  HIV  prevention,  and  also  to  begin  organizing  the  minontx' 
population  in  these  areas.  i\ls.  Baiicher  continued  to  explain  that  although  it  is  a small  amount 
of  funding  that  the  group  is  asking  for.  it  goes  along  way  and  provides  tlie  group  an  opportunit\ 
to  address  very  large  issues. 

.Miriam  I.asher  [The  Guidance  Center,  Toddler  Serx  ices]  explained  CDBG  has  enabled  the 
group  to  prox'ide  sendees  to  Mothers  of  infants  in  whatever  natix'e  language  they  speak.  The 
trend  of  Somerx'ille  is  that  more  than  50®  o of  new  Mothers  do  not  speak  English  as  their  first 
language.  It  is  important  to  bridge  the  language  gap  between  non-english  speaking  Mothers  and 
health  services  in  the  community.  Ms.  Lasher  gave  an  example  of  a recent  client  that  the 
Guidance  Center  helped  to  receive  health  care  for  a child  of  a Mother  who  was  experiencing 
domestic  violence.  They  were  able  to  get  the  baby  health  sendees,  the  Mother  a safety  plan,  and 
ensure  she  had  contacts  in  case  of  an  emergency. 

Dora  Te\  an  [Ethnic  Arts  Center]  first  thanked  OHCLd  for  their  support  m the  past  23  years.  The 
center  was  able  to  double  the  CDBG  funding  with  Federal  funding  from  last  year.  iMs.  Tevan 
brought  t\\  o folders,  one  was  their  RFP  and  the  other  was  recent  articles  about  the  gang  activitv 
and  explained  the  connection  was  that  the  center  is  the  only  East  Soinciw  die  based  organization 
for  the  past  tw  o decades.  She  explained  the  center  has  run  o\  er  30.000  programs  in  the  past  23 
years.  She  believes  her  center  and  similar  organizations  are  not  receiving  the  respect  they  should 
be.  The  center  has  been  able  to  reach  6,000  students  and  their  parents  and  teachers.  IMs.  Tevan 
gax  e an  example  in  Salem,  MA  where  the  City  used  CDBG  funding  to  purchase  a building  for  a 
Tatino  center  and  wondered  if  perhaps  in  the  future  the  City  could  look  into  new'  and  innovatix  e 
ways  for  funding  activities.  iMs.  Tevan  continued  to  explain  that  she  has  posted  over  28  )ob 
descriptions  for  volunteer  positions  and  was  disappointed  not  to  receive  any  callbacks.  In  the 
center’s  proposal  for  this  year  the  theme  is  character  education  through  puppet  shows,  through 
dramatization,  and  cultural  reenactments.  The  center  has  been  providing  these  services  for  many 
years.  Ms.  Tevan  asked  Mr.  Post  if  the  cuts  in  Public  Serx  ice  funds  xvould  be  an  across  the 
board  cut  or  would  funding  go  to  those  mostly  in  need. 

.Mr.  Post  explained  that  the  committee  tried  to  identify  agencies  that  they  felt  were  serx'ing 
populations  that  would  be  most  affected  by  the  State  cutbacks  and  try  to  be  more  generous.  This 
is  the  type  of  recommendation  the  committee  has  put  forward  to  the  Mayor. 

.Ms.  Tevan  thought  that  it  was  a good  point  and  there  were  other  points,  but  her  big  point  is  the 
gangs.  She  felt  that  there  xvas  nothing  nexv  about  gangs  but  when  racism  is  attached  to  gangs 
then  it  becomes  a dangerous  situation.  The  Ethnic  Arts  Center  approach  starts  with  heart.  If 
there  was  a model  that  xvas  developed  by  the  East  Somerxdlle  community,  then  the  City  should 
address  that.  It  seems  to  her  that  there  may  be  a correlation  between  the  recent  rise  in  gang

activity  and  violence  with  the  closure  of  the  Ethnic  Arts  Center  doors.  Tliere  is  no  substitute  for 
a neighborhood-based  serv  ice.  She  urged  the  City  lor  help. 

Danny  l.eBlanc  [SCC]  wanted  to  request  continued  CDBG  funding  for  the  mediation  program 
that  is  run  at  the  fligh  School  and  several  elementary  schools  to  train  midrllc  and  high  school 
aged  children  in  peer  leadership  and  mediation  skills. 

iMr.  I.eBlanc  also  w anted  to  speak  about  the  need  for  affordable  housing  in  Somen  ille.  SCC 
has  been  working  to  develop  strategies  to  prov  ide  affordable  housing  through  a stud\-  conducted 
over  the  summer  by  a MIT  student.  There  are  a couple  key  factors  that  should  be  considered  for 
the  One-year  and  Five-year  Plans.  First,  there  is  a huge  supply  and  demand  problem  m the 
Boston  area  and  more  housing  needs  to  be  developed.  Secondly,  affordable  housing  needs  to  be 
presen  ed  through  legal  means.  And  finally,  as  40B  establishes  the  City  should  tr\'  to  meet  the 
1 0%  affordable  housing  mark,  which  would  be  approximately  400  additional  units.  In  whatever 
'A  ay  possible,  these  400  units  should  be  the  City’s  goal  in  production  of  affordable  units.  For  the 
Five-Year  strategies  these  400  units  should  be  the  goal  and  these  strategies  should  be  measured 
against  the  ability  to  meet  these  goals. 

Beth  IMnnroe  Howe  [Resident  Services  Coordinator,  Somerville  Housing  Authority]  explained 
that  there  is  three  elderly  buildings  where  she  helps  residents  get  services.  She  helps  the  elderly 
in  many  different  w ays  from  basic  services  to  health  services  and  even  training  the  residents  to 
use  computers  and  e-mail.  This  is  the  first  v^ear  they  are  requesting  CDBG  funds  to  help  pay  for 
her  salaiy.  She  attended  the  first  meeting  along  w ith  many  tenants  and  talked  more  about  the 
many  seiw  ices  they  prov  ide. 

.Mr.  Plato  asked  if  it  was  possible  m the  future  to  have  these  meetings  and  testimonies  show  n on 
the  City's  local  cable  channel. 

Mr.  Post  agreed  and  thought  there  was  no  reason  why  in  the  future  these  meetings  could  not  be 
aired  on  cable.  He  also  added  that  OHCD  has  been  airing  programs  on  local  cable  about  current 
activ  ities  and  perhaps  there  could  be  one  program  dedicated  to  the  various  Public  Service 
Agencies. 

Mr.  Pinto  asked  what  the  difference  between  the  available  funds  for  Public  Service  Agencies  ■ 
would  be  for  2003  versus  for  2002. 

.Mr.  Post  said  he  does  not  have  the  exact  number,  however.  Public  Service  funds  are  1 5To  of  the 
total  CDBG  funding  and  there  will  be  a 3%  cut  for  this  year. 

Mr.  Post  thanked  everyone  for  attending  and  reiterated  that  the  One-Year  Action  Plan  and  Five- 
Year  Consolidated  Plan  will  be  available  for  review  on  January  1 5,  2003  for  a 30-day  comment 
period.  Call  OHCD  with  any  questions  or  comments.  Meeting  closed  at  8:15  p.m.

HOUSING  (CDBG)  AND  HOME 

The  City  of  Somerville,  through  the  Office  of  Housing  and  Community  Development  (OHCD)  Housing 
Division,  operates  a variety  of  programs  serving  low-  and  moderate-income  property  owners  and  tenants 
that  have  been  designed  to  meet  the  Division's  stated  objectives  of; 

• Stabilizing  rents 

• Maintaining  and  improving  existing  housing  stock 

• Increasing  the  supply  of  affordable  rental  units 

• Abating  hazardous  materials  in  residential  properties,  and 

• Increasing  homeownership  opportunities  through: 

Education  and  training  of  first  time  homebuyers 
Provision  of  down  payment  assistance,  and 
The  creation  of  affordable  homeownership  units. 


Monitoring  (91.230) 

Programs:  Rehabilitation,  Down  Payment  Assistance,  First  Time  Homebuyer,  Lead  Paint  Hazard 
Reduction  or  Abatement,  Tenant  Based  Rental  Assistance  (TBRA),  Homebuyer  and  Rental  Housing 
Development 

(1)  Standards  and  procedures  used  to  monitor  activities  carried  out  in  furtherance  of  the  Consolidated  Plan. 

Standards: 

Income  Eligibility  Standards 

The  Housing  Division  requires  all  HOME  and  CDBG  assisted  homeowner  units  be  occupied  by 
households  at  no  greater  than  80%  of  the  Boston  Primary  Statistical  Area  (PMSA)  Median  Income;  all 
HOME  assisted  rental  units  be  occupied  by  households  at  no  greater  than  60%  of  Boston  PMSA,  and  in 
certain  CDBG  funded  rental  activities  for  tenant  households  to  be  at  no  greater  than  60%  of  Boston 
PMSA.  The  Division  uses  the  Section  8 definition  of  income  for  all  income  determinations. 

Property  Eligibility  Standards 

Home  assistance  is  only  provided  in  income  eligible  units  and  commensurate  share  of  common  areas. 

CDBG  assistance  is  provided  to  all  units  in  a property  if  at  least  51%  of  the  property  qualifies  as  low- 
income. 

Property  Standards 

All  properties  are  inspected  prior  to  financing  commitment  for  presence  of  lead  paint,  building  code, 

HUD  Housing  Quality  Standards  (HQS)  violations,  and  all  properties  receive  a lead  hazard  risk 
assessment  except  for  TBRA  units.  All  units  receiving  greater  than  $25,000  per  unit  of  assistance  are 
required  to  do  full  lead  paint  abatement,  as  are  TBRA  units  with  children  less  than  six  (6)  years  old  living 
in  the  unit.  Property  owners  are  encouraged  to  preserve  the  historic  detail  in  their  properties  and  to 
implement  energy  conservation  measures  in  their  rehab  projects.  All  rehab  work  must  comply  with  lead- 
safe  work  procedures. 
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Affordability  Standards 

riie  Housing  Div  ision  implements  the  affordability  requirements  of  the  HOME  program  in  accordance 
with  24  CFR  92.252  on  all  HOME  funded  rental  activities  including  housing  development,  24  CFR 
92.254  for  homebuyer  activities,  and  stabilizes  rents  for  one  year  in  its  CDBG  funded  heating  system 
rehab  activities  and  Lead  Paint  Hazard  funded  lead  paint  reduction  activities.  Other  CDBG  funded  rehab 
activities  and  Lead  Paint  Hazard  funded  lead  paint  abatement  activities  require  rents  not  to  exceed  the 
FMR  or  local  rent  exception  level  for  five  years  or  until  the  assistance  is  repaid.  The  Division  monitors 
its  HOME  TBRA  and  rental  activities  for  tenant  protections  in  accordance  with  24  CFR  92.253. 
Homebuyer  properties  are  affordable  in  perpetuity  to  buyers  at  80%  of  Median  Income  and  require 
repayment  of  assistance,  resale  to  an  income  eligible  buyer,  or  some  combination  of  both. 

Conflict  of  Interest  Standards 

Conflict  of  interest  between  developers,  property  owners,  the  City  and  their  employees  and  agents  and 
recipients  of  Housing  Division  assistance  must  be  disclosed  and  may  prohibit  participation  or  receipt  of 
assistance. 

Labor  Standards  and  Vendor  Outreach  Standards 

Developers  of  housing  involving  new  construction  or  substantial  rehabilitation  are  required  to  do  outreach 
to  qualified  minority  owned  and  women  owned  businesses,  are  prohibited  from  using  debarred 
contractors,  are  required  to  pay  Davis  Bacon  wage  rates  if  applicable,  and  ensure  Section  3 outreach  to 
area  low-income  residents  and  businesses  if  applicable. 

Energy  Conservation  Standards 

Developers  of  housing  involving  new  construction  or  substantial  rehabilitation  are  required  to  work  with 
an  Energy  Star  consultant  to  develop  the  best  energy  conservation  strategies  within  cost  for  their  activity 
to  enhance  the  long-term  viability  and  affordability  of  the  housing  constructed. 

Procedures: 

Budget  Procedures 

The  furtherance  of  the  goals  set  in  the  Consolidated  Plan  is  implemented  by  allocating  budget  resources  in 
correlation  to  the  housing  priorities  established  in  Plan. 

Income  Eligibility  Procedures 

The  Housing  Project  Manager  reviews  all  applications  for  assistance  and  determines  eligibility  except  for 
TBRA  applications,  and  applications  for  rental  housing  developed  by  the  City’s  CHDO  or  other 
developers  in  which  case  the  administering  agent  of  the  rental  assistance  program,  or  the  property 
manager  of  the  rental  housing  determine  applicant  eligibility.  In  homebuyer  situations  where  more 
applicants  are  eligible  than  units  are  available,  the  City  in  conjunction  with  the  housing  developer  hold  a 
lottery  to  select  the  homebuyers.  The  Division’s  Assistant  Director  and  Director  also  review  the 
applications. 

Rehab  and  Lead  Paint  Property  Procedures 

The  Division’s  Inspector  or  Assistant  Director  inspects  properties  prior  to,  during,  and  at  completion  of 
work.  All  rehab  and  lead  paint  activities  also  receive  an  inspection  by  a licensed  lead  inspector  prior  to 
and  upon  completion,  if  lead  hazard  reduction  or  abatement  work  was  done.  Payment  for  work  is 
authorized  only  after  a satisfactory  inspection  ensuring  contract  compliance  and  attainment  of  HQS  and  or 
lead  safe  conditions.  The  Division’s  Project  Coordinator  monitors  HOME  assisted  rental  activities  for 
continued  compliance  with  HQS,  as  required,  throughout  the  affordability  period. 

Labor  Rates 

The  City's  Contract  Monitor  reviews  contractor  payroll  information  for  Housing  Construction  activities 
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for  compliance  with  Davis  Bacon  or  prevailing  wage  rates,  as  applicable.  Vendor  payments  are  released 
only  if  compliance  is  satisfactory. 

Affordability  Procedures 

Execution  of  a Restrictive  Covenant  that  is  recorded  with  the  Registry  of  Deeds  for  all  HOME  rental 
activities  and  certain  investor-owned  CDBG  rental  activities  ensures  that  the  affordability  will  survive  a 
sale  of  the  property  prior  to  their  expiration.  Homebuyer  units  are  sold  with  a deed  rider  that  requires 
future  sales  be  limited  to  income  eligible  households.  The  Division's  Project  Coordinator  monitors  rental 
and  homebuyer  activities  throughout  the  affordability  period  for  maximum  rents,  appropriate  rent 
increases,  tenant  income,  and  owner  occupancy  requirements,  as  applicable.  The  Division's  Grant 
Manager  makes  annual  site  visits  during  the  affordability  period  to  monitor  HOME  assisted  rental  activity 
tenant  files,  affirmative  marketing  procedures,  and  tenant-selection  procedures. 

Conflict  of  Interest  Procedures 

All  Housing  Division  homeownership  and  homebuyer  applications  include  a conflict  of  interest 
statement.  Property  managers  of  rental  activities  are  strongly  urged  to  include  a conflict  of  interest 
statement  in  tenant  applications. 

Housing  Development  Procedures 

Housing  development  proposals  are  reviewed  by  the  Executive  Director,  Housing  Director,  Assistant 
Housing  Director,  and  Director  of  Special  Projects  for  conformance  with  the  goals  of  the  Consolidated 
Plan.  The  Housing  Grants  Manager  performs  an  environmental  review  of  the  activity  after  which  funds 
are  committed  to  the  activity.  A commitment  letter  prepared  by  a City  attorney  details  the  due  diligence, 
labor,  procurement,  affirmative  marketing,  tenant  or  homebuyer  selection  requirements,  as  applicable, 
required  of  the  developer.  Developers  are  required  to  submit  copies  of  plans  and  specifications  to  the 
Assistant  Director  prior  to  obtaining  bids  and  present  copies  of  the  winning  bid  and  a summary  of  their 
vendor  selection  process  including  efforts  to  utilize  minority  and  women  owned  businesses,  financing 
agreements  secure  long-term  affordability  and  repayment  terms.  The  Division's  Inspector,  and  Assistant 
Director,  and  Grants  Manager  review  construction  requisitions  for  accuracy  and  conformance  to  the 
activity  budget  and  approved  change  orders.  The  activity  is  not  deemed  completed  until  all  rental  units 
are  leased  or  homebuyer  units  sold.  All  certificates,  permits,  sign  offs,  releases  and  reports  must  be 
received  before  final  payment  is  released. 

(2)  Standards  and  procedures  used  to  ensure  long  term  compliance  with  requirements  of  the 

programs  involved,  including  minority  business  outreach  and  comprehensive  planning  requirements. 

Long  term  compliance  with  requirements  to  provide  affordable,  safe,  sanitary,  lead-safe  housing  is 
ensured  by: 

- Targeting  the  scope  of  work  at  the  correction  of  building  code  violations,  the  reduction  of  lead  paint 
hazards,  and  the  installation  of  energy  conservation  measures: 

- Inspection  of  all  assisted  units  for  compliance  with  HQS  and  satisfactory  construction  work: 

- Offering  attractive  financial  incentives  to  encourage  property  owners  to  undertake  all  needed  work 
including  the  full  abatement  of  lead  paint  hazards,  the  preservation  of  historic  property  detail,  and 
the  incorporation  of  energy  conservation  measures  in  the  scope  of  work: 

- Regular  property  re-inspections  for  a minimum  of  five  years  on  HOME  and  certain  CDBG  assisted 
units,  and 

- Inclusion  in  loan  documents  of  a requirement  to  maintain  the  assisted  units  in  compliance  with 
HQS  and  to  limit  rents  for  the  life  of  the  loan. 

As  described  above  under  Affordability  l^rocedures  and  Housing  Development  Procedures,  recording 
deed  riders  on  homebuyer  units,  restrictive  covenants  on  rehabilitation  properties,  and  affordability 
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agreements  on  rental  housing  construction,  ensures  long-term  compliance  with  affordability  requirements. 

Compliance  with  requirements  to  do  outreach  to  minority  and  women  owned  businesses  are  described 
above  under  Labor  and  Vendor  Outreach  Standards  and  Housing  Development  Procedures. 


Affirmatively  Further  Fair  Housing/Address  Impediments  to  Fair  Housing  (91.220(f)) 

The  City  will  continue  to  affirmatively  further  fair  housing  and  address  impediments  identified  in  its 
Analysis  of  Impediments  to  Fair  Housing  through  the  following  actions  and  activities. 


(I)  Fair  Housing  Enforcement.  In  PY2003,  the  City's  Housing  Department,  Fair  Housing  Commission 
and  Human  Rights  Commission  will  continue  to  assist  residents  with  fair  housing  complaints. 

• Fair  Housing  Commission/Housing  Division  Somerville  has  a Fair  Housing  Commission, 
established  in  1985,  which  is  comprised  of  five  Somerville  residents  (a  civil  rights  expert,  a real 
estate  broker,  a representatives  from  the  housing  authority  and  a local  nonprofit  housing  agency 
and  a low  or  moderate  income  tenant).  The  Housing  Division  in  the  City’s  Office  of  Housing  and 
Community  Development  (OHCD)  will  continue  to  staff  the  Commission,  which  meets  monthly, 
handling  all  housing  discrimination  calls  and  helping  individuals  file  complaints  or  get  mediation 
assistance.  (The  Division  has  staff  fluent  in  Spanish,  Haitian  Creole  and  Italian  and  access  to 
translation  aid  through  other  multilingual  city  employees.)  The  Commission  also  works  closely 
with  the  Fair  Housing  Center  of  Greater  Boston,  a private  organization  that  can  provide  testing 
and  follow  up  on  complaints  filed  with  the  Massachusetts  Commission  Against  Discrimination 
(MCAD).  . 

• Mayor ’s  Office  of  Human  Services/  the  Human  Rights  Commission  and  the  Disabilities 
Commission.  The  Mayor’s  Office  of  Human  Services  and  the  Human  Rights  Commission  will 
continue  to  provide  information  and  advice,  including  referral  to  mediation  services  and  to 
MCAD  and  Cambridge  and  Somerville  Legal  Services  (CASLS)  as  appropriate.  The  Disabilities 
Commission  can  provide  advice  in  fair  housing  disability-related  issues. 


(2)  Fair  Housing  Education  and  Outreach.  The  Housing  Division  will  continue  to  provide  fair  housing 
education  and  outreach  throughout  the  city  using  a variety  of  approaches. 

• First-Time  Homebuyer  Workshops  In  PY2003,  an  estimated  225-250  people  will  attend  City-run 
First-Time  Homebuyer  Workshops,  offered  four  times  a year,  and  about  1 75  will  graduate. 

While  the  City  does  not  track  the  race  or  ethnicity  of  workshop  participants,  staff  estimates  that 
approximately  40%  are  minority  households  interested  in  buying  in  Somerville.  The  curriculum 
covers  City  homeowner  and  first  time  buyer  assistance  programs,  fair  housing  law  and 
landlord/tenant  issues.  It  also  provides  information  on  lead  paint  laws  and  deleading/abatement 
resources.  Graduates  receive  priority  for  certain  homeownership  assistance  programs. 

• Educational  Materials,  Outreach  and  Trainings.  In  PY2003,  the  City  and  the  Fair  Housing 
Commission  will  continue  to  disseminate  brochures  and  posters  on  fair  housing  law  in  multiple 
languages,  with  information  about  what  constitutes  a violation  and  how  to  file  a complaint.  They 
will  also  continue  to  offer  trainings  for  targeted  audiences  (e.g.  brokers,  community  advocates, 
small  landlords)  and  publicize  City  programs  for  deleading,  housing  rehabilitation  and 
accessibility  modifications.  The  City's  Lead  Paint  Coordinator  will  continue  to  provide  fair 
housing  infonnation  as  part  of  her  outreach  activities  (about  20  activities  a year,  including 
presentations,  participation  in  community  fairs,  and  targeted  mailings).  The  City  will  also  issue 
an  updated  edition  of  The  Tenant  Helper,  its  free  comprehensive  handbook  on  tenant  and  landlord 
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law  including  fair  housing,  in  several  languages  and  post  it  on  the  City’s  website  (the  Housing 
Department  assists  about  100  callers  a year  with  tenant/landlord  issues). 

Housing  Division  staff  will  also  continue  to  speak  regularly  with  local  groups  and  agencies 
serving  low-income  or  minority  groups,  including  the  Welcome  Project,  the  Haitian  Coalition,  the 
Massachusetts  Alliance  of  Portuguese  Speakers  and  the  Somerville  Homeless  Providers  Group. 


(3)  Addressing  Impediments  to  Fair  Housing.  The  City’s  1997  Analysis  of  Impediments  (Al)  identified 
high  rents  and  home  sale  prices,  combined  with  a rental  vacancy  rate  of  1-2%,  as  the  primary 
impediment  to  fair  housing  in  Somerville.  Subsequent  analysis  (a  May  2000  update  of  the  Al  and  the 
2003  Consolidated  Plan)  indicate  that  affordability  and  low  vacancy  rates  are  still  the  primary 
impediments  and  have  become  bigger  problem  since  1997.  The  1997  Al  found  that  affordability 
problems  disproportionately  affect  lower-income  renters  and  would-be  homebuyers,  many  of  who  are 
minority  households  (African-American  and  Hispanic  homebuyers  made  up  14%  of  all  purchasers  in 
Somerville  from  1993-1998).  The  2003  Consolidated  Plan  found  that  price  and  supply  barriers  have 
worsened  steadily  since  1997,  as  housing  costs  continue  to  increase  faster  than  household  incomes. 
New  mover  rents  have  risen  by  40%  since  2000  and  prices  for  ownership  units  have  risen  by  50-65%. 

Both  the  1997  and  2000  Al  found  that  cases  of  discrimination  occur,  especially  related  to  lead  paint, 
the  presence  of  children  and/or  source  of  income  (primarily  Section  8).  However,  both  analyses 
concluded  that  the  shortage  of  affordable  rental  housing  was  the  primary  barrier  to  fair  housing  in 
Somerville.  Recent  experience  seems  to  bear  this  out.  In  FY2001,  when  the  Somerville  Housing 
Authority  received  a new  allocation  of  Section  8 vouchers,  including  Mainstream  vouchers  for  the 
disabled,  rents  were  rising  rapidly  and  local  vacancy  rates  were  reported  to  be  at  record  lows.  During 
this  time  the  City  received  about  20  calls  that  appeared  to  involve  fair  housing  violations.  In  FY2002, 
with  no  new  vouchers  available,  only  four  calls  were  received.  The  decline  in  fair  housing  calls, 
combined  with  a steady  drop  in  eviction  in  the  past  three  years,  suggests  that  Somerville  may  be 
losing  very  low-income  renters  because  there  are  limited  resources  to  help  them  as  rents  keep  rising 
(Somerville  received  no  new  vouchers  in  PY2002  and  added  only  42  new  affordable  rental  units). 

The  City  will  continue  to  address  these  primary  impediments  through  the  following  programs  and 
policies  that  increase  the  supply  of  affordable  housing  and  increase  the  supply  of  deleaded  units. 

• Development  of  Affordable  Rental  and  Hotneownership  Opportunities.  In  FY2003,  the  City  will 
continue  to  support  new  affordable  housing  development  through  its  CDBG  and  HOME 
programs,  its  Lead  Hazard  Abatement  Grant  and  its  inclusionary  zoning  ordinance.  It  will 
continue  to  collaborate  with  the  Somerville  Housing  Authority  to  use  the  project-based  Section  8 
voucher  program  in  connection  with  these  development  projects  and  to  fund  a grant-writer  to  help 
the  Somerville  Homeless  Providers  Group  to  obtain  additional  Continuum  of  Care  funds  for 
permanent  housing  for  the  disabled. 

• Lead  paint  abatement  and  hazard  reduction.  In  PY2003,  the  City  expects  to  complete  lead 
hazard  abatement  activities  in  about  20  units  as  it  completes  the  final  year  of  a three  year,  $1 .49 
million  HUD  Lead  Hazard  Abatement  grant.  Additional  activity  is  likely  since  the  City  has 
qualified  to  receive  a second  HUD  grant  for  $2  million  for  the  same  purpose  (we  do  not  know 
exactly  how  much  HUD  will  award  and  when).  Assistance  is  limited  to  properties  housing  low- 
income  households  with  children  less  than  six  years  of  age  and,  in  the  case  of  rental  units,  owners 
must  maintain  existing  tenancies  and  affordable  rents  in  the  units. 

• Section  8 Rental  Incentive  Program  and  Low  Cost  Financing  for  Accessibility  Modifications.  In 
FY2003,  the  City  will  continue  to  offer  special  rehabilitation  loan  terms  to  owners  who  agree  to 
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rent  to  Section  8 voucher  holders  for  at  least  five  years.  (While  the  loan  terms  are  the  same  for  all 
borrowers  - no  interest  with  payment  deferred  until  sale  or  transfer  - the  City  exempts  Section  8 
landlords  from  the  rent  cap  of  65%  HOME  rents.)  It  will  also  continue  to  offer  no-interest 
deferred  payment  loans  for  accessibility  modifications  through  its  renter  and  homeowner 
rehabilitation  loan  programs. 

• Affirmative  Marketing  of  Inclusionary  Units.  In  FY2003,  the  City  will  continue  the  policy  in  use 
sinee  2000,  that  requires  that  the  City,  rather  than  developers,  handle  the  marketing  and 
tenant/buyer  selection  in  connection  with  affordable  units  created  under  the  inclusionary  zoning 
ordinance  and  special  permits. 

• Inclusionary  Zoning  and  Linkage  Ordinance  Revisions  . In  PY2003,  the  City  will  pursue 
revisions  to  its  inclusionary  zoning  ordinance,  including  targeting  slightly  lower  ineome  buyers 
for  the  affordable  ownership  units  through  a new  pricing  policy,  and  requiring  that  all  affordable 
units  be  on-site.  The  City  will  also  consider  raising  the  linkage  fee  paid  by  large  developers.  All 
linkage  payments  go  to  the  Somerville  Affordable  Housing  Trust  Fund. 

• Preservation  of  Expiring  Use  Properties.  In  PY2003,  the  City  will  continue  to  work  with 
owners  of  developments  with  expiring  Section  8 contracts  who  have  given  notice  of  their  intent  to 
opt  out  to  ensure  the  preservation  of  these  projects  as  affordable  housing. 

• Eviction  Prevention  and  Renter  Assistance.  In  PY2003,  the  City  and  the  Somerville  Affordable 
Housing  Trust  Fund  will  continue  to  fund  three  programs  that  help  homeless  and  at  risk 
households  obtain  housing  and  maintain  their  tenancies.  The  Eviction  Prevention  Program 
provides  free  legal  assistance  to  low  income  tenants  who  have  received  eviction  notices.  The 
Trust  Fund’s  Renter  Revolving  Loan  Program  provides  no-interest  loans  for  rent  arrearages, 
security  deposits,  first  and/or  last  month’s  rent.  The  Prevention  and  Stabilization  Services 
(PASS)  program  provides  one-year  rent  subsidies  and/or  security  deposit  grants  for  homeless  and 
at-risk  families  and  individuals. 

• Outreach  to  the  Hispanic  Community.  In  PY2003,  the  City,  using  CDBG  funds,  will  continue  to 
fund  a full-time  staff  person  to  serve  as  liaison  to  Somerville’s  Latino  community.  The  liaison 
works  with  Latino  residents  and  organizations  to  address  key  housing  and  community 
development  needs  and  provides  one-on-one  assistance  with  housing  needs.  (According  to  the 
2000  Census,  15%  of  Somerville  residents  are  immigrants  who  have  lived  in  the  U.S.  less  than  10 
years). 

• Financial  Literacy  Training.  The  Housing  Division  working  with  a network  of  local  nonprofits 
has  begun  providing  budgeting  assistance  to  people  in  a wide  range  of  incomes,  including 
homeless  and  extremely  low-income  households.  The  program  helps  renters  develop  financial 
skills  so  they  can  maintain  their  tenancies,  develop  or  repair  credit  histories  and  accumulate 
eventually  accumulate  down  payment  funds.  The  City  will  continue  this  program  in  PY2003. 

PUBLIC  SERVICE  - Monitoring  (91.230) 

Programs:  The  City  will  provide  grants  to  approximately  thirty  agencies  and  programs  in  Somerville 
with  CDBG  funds  during  the  upcoming  program  year.  The  grants  are  given  to  agencies  that  typically 
serve  very  low-,  low-  and  moderate-income  clientele.  Monitoring  activities  include  contractual 
obligations  regarding  scopes  of  service,  quarterly  reporting  requirements,  detailed  review  of  invoices 
submitted  for  reimbursement  and  site  visits. 
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Scopes  of  Service 

All  sub  recipients  enter  into  a contractual  agreement  with  the  City  regarding  scopes  of  service.  These 
scopes  are  very  specific  in  regard  to  program  hours,  population  to  be  served,  physical  location  of 
program,  number  of  clients  to  be  served,  number  of  inter-agency  collaborations  expected  and  types  of 
community  outreach  to  be  conducted.  The  scope  of  service  also  includes  a detailed  program  budget 
for  each  sub  recipient. 

Reporting  Requirements 

All  agencies  that  receive  public  service  grants  as  sub  recipients  of  CDBG  funds  enter  into  a 
contractual  agreement  with  the  City  that  stipulates  the  scope  of  service  and  reporting  requirements  for 
each  grant.  Contracted  quarterly  reporting  requirements  include  the  following  elements:

■ Units  of  service  provided  (as  specified  in  the  contract  i.e.  average  attendance;  number 
of  group  sessions;  or  community  drop-in  sites) 

■ Clients  served  (each  client  only  counted  once)

2.  Budget  Data 

3.  Program  Income  Data 

4.  Data  on  Supplemental  Funding  Sources 

5.  In-Kind  Collaborations 

■ Number  of  volunteers 

■ Technical  assistance  received  and/or  provided 

■ Inter-agency  collaborations 

6.  Project  Narrative 

The  project  narrative  must  relate  the  program's  progress  towards  achieving  the  goals  and 
objectives  outlined  in  the  scope  of  services  of  each  grant  agreement  (see  above).  In 
addition  sub  recipients  must  discuss  obstacles  or  problems  encountered  and  planned  or 
enacted  resolutions.

Invoices  submitted  from  sub  recipients  to  the  City  for  reimbursement  are  reviewed  for 
compliance  with  the  budget  and  other  elements  of  the  scope  of  service  outlined  in  the  grant 
agreement. 

Site  Visits 

Site  visits  of  all  sub  recipient  programs  are  conducted  at  least  semi-annually. 
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COMMERCIAL  AND  ECONOMIC  DEVELOPMENT  - Monitoring  (91.230) 

Programs:  Commercial  and  Economic  Development  Division  activities  for  the  upcoming  program 
year  include  the  Storefront  Improvement  Program,  streetscape  improvements,  Union  Square  NRSA 
activities,  ADA  improvements  to  public  facilities  and  roadway  intersections,  and  site  improvements 
to  Brownfield  areas.  The  majority  of  the  activities  listed  in  the  One-Year  Action  Plan  are  in  low-  and 
moderate-income  areas  based  on  2000  census  date  released  by  the  US  Census  Bureau  and  address 
accessibility,  streetscape  improvements  or  the  revitalization  of  EPA  designated  Brownfield  areas.  A 
Project  Manager  will  oversee  each  activity  listed  in  the  One-Year  Action  Plan.  Sub-contractors  must 
comply  with  Davis-Bacon  wage  standards. 

Monitoring 

Storefront  Improvements.  The  goal  of  the  Storefront  Improvement  Program  is  to  improve  the 
streetscape  of  business  districts  in  low-  and  moderate-income  neighborhoods  and/or  service  areas. 
Projects  are  approved  in  advance  and  must  meet  the  criteria  of  the  program.  The  City  approves  final 
plans  and  reimbursement  is  made  upon  submission  of  receipts  an  cancelled  checks  at  a of  50%  of 
total  cost  (up  to  $40,000)  once  the  improvements  are  completed. 

ADA  Accessibility  Improvements.  In  the  case  compliance  with  ADA  standards  the  Project  Manager 
will  work  closely  with  a consultant  in  drafting  the  Scope  of  Work.  Project  managers  conduct  site 
visits  during  construction  to  ensure  that  work  is  being  done  in  accordance  with  construction 
specifications. 

Compliance  with  Davis-Bacon  Wage  Standards  . The  City's  Community  Development  Contract 
Administrator  makes  daily  visits  to  active  work  sites  to  monitor  compliance  with  Davis  Bacon  or 
prevailing  wage  rates,  as  applicable. 
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
